Fly Ahead, Pointing Out Weak Spate 


In Enemy Lines. 


The steamship Chicago, which has 


Just arrived from Europe, brought In 
thirty-nine French soldiers on the way 
to their homes in Canada on furlough. 
Robert McCreary of East Aurora, 
N. T., and Frederick Zlnn of Chicago, 
tho former a driver for the American 
ambulance corps and the latter an 
American aviator, come from the front 
to spend their leave with relatives.

A swarm of meteors that appeared 


on Feh. 9, 1013, was regarded at the 
time ns very remarkable on account of 
the jrreat di'stance It was traced In the 
earth's atmosphere. 
It was flrst seen 


In Saskatchewan, western Canada, and 
seemed to bo traveling southeasterly, 
us it was also reported from Bermuiia. 
From the additional records supplied 
by seamen W. F. Dennlnt;, tho English 
authority on meteors, bug concluded 
that it continued lu view during at 
least 0,000 miles of Its flight. As toe 
visible stream could at no time bare 
been more than about 100 miles high, 
!t must 
hnvo followed the earth's 


curvature, and the curious Idea has 
been advanced by Garvln J. Burns that 
it was renlly captured by the earth as 
a group of Infhiitestlrnn] satellites. The 
meteors may thus have passed around 
the plobe bcvernl times before reach- 
Ing the surface. 
It Is supposed thnt 


the orbit of the stream nearly coincid- 
ed with that of tbe earth and that'con- 
setniently tbe velocity o" fall through 
our atmosphere was smoll.

at 7:1.5 p. in., and taps nt lfl:;!0 p. m. 
Tho Ruard changos at S o'clock In the 
morning and at S o'clock at nlglu. 
This ordor varies somewhat at the 
other posts to suit tho nature or trie 
routine of work which is not the same 
for all the commands.

British Skipper Knocked Out 
Leader of German Raider Crew, 


WAS SENTENCED TO DEATB 


Captain Thompson's tif» Spared After 


LUutenant H« A>*«il«d Pleaded For 
Hii Life—They Parted the Beet of 
Frienci»— Later .He Rammed Subma- 
rine In North Sea. 


Captain John Thompson, late master 


of the etenmship Uawson, la the only 
British skipper thus fur kiiotvix who 
has survived the liotiWa peril or knock- 
Ing; dovrn one of tha kalsor's racers 
with his fist and of running down and 
sluliiuff a German submarine. Ho left 
Kew Yorlc the other dcy after a series 
of adventures t!jat make znovlo plots 
seem poor and pale, says the New 
York Evening AVorld. 


The captain Is a bit below the me- 


dium height with the Ions arms and 
bulging shoulders of a good hitter and 
the clear blue eves of a good man. He 
sailed out of Liverpool on Sept. 1,1014, 
leaving his wife and two boys in Lon- 
don. 
His steamship was tho High- 


land Hope of £.380 tons burden, bound 
for the river Plate to take Argentine 
beef to England for a packing com- 
pany. 


Shipe That Sailed In the Night 


They were fifty miles south of the 


equator and fifty miles north of the 
Island of San Koque on Sept. 14 when 
First 
Officer 
Lloyd 
woke Captain 


Thompson nt 2 a. m. and said there 
was a suspicious ship a mile off to star- 
board. The skipper thought she was 
another British vessel dodging the 
Germans, as she ran along with all 
lights out 
But at dawn she fired a 


shot and stopped the Highland Hope. 
A launch put off from her, and Lieu- 
tenant Schroeder of the imperial Ger- 
man navy came over the side, followed 
by fourteen men. 


"Haul down that British flas;!" the 


herr lieutenant commanded, pointing- 
with his left hand at the union jack: 
nt the masthead, while with his right 
he shoved Captnin Thompson. 
Tha 


skipper stepped in with a straight right 
drive that caught the herr lieutenant 
under tho Chin and dropped him flat on 
the deck, "out" for a good half minute. 


When the lieutenant came to he or- 


dered his men to seize Captain Thomp- 
son, and tho Germans carried 
him 


aboard the imperial cruiser Karlsruhe 
and put him on bread nnd water in the 
brig. The crew of the Highland Hope 
wag ordered into the old liner Cre- 
feld, one of the consorts of the cruiser. 


Saved by German He Struck, 


After ten days of solitary confine- 


ment Captain Thompson was tried by a 
court of officers aboard the Karlsruhe, 
found guilty of striking one of his im- 
perial majesty's officers and sentenced 
to death. 


Lieutenant Schroeder appealed from 


the verdict. 


"Thompson's act was natural," he 


said. "lie was on the bridge of liia 
ship and was being shoved about." 


Captain 
Kohler of the Karlsruhe 


could not see it that way, but after 
much argument Lieutenant Schroetier, 
still wearing a lump on his jaw, per- 
suaded him to spare the skipper's life. 
He and Captain Thompson became tho 
best of friends, and when -they were 
parting at the island of Teneriffe six 
weeks later the lieutenant asked for a 
souvenir of their cruise.

NEW BRITISH AIRPLANE 


TAKES 21 UP A MILE 


Huge Machine Designed to Carry 


Six Machine Guns and 1,500 


Pounds of Bombs. 


The Aeroplane, a London publication, 


says a newly designed giant aeroplane 
In a test trip has risen to an altituclo 
of 7,000 feet, carrying a pilot and 
twenty passengers. 


This Is the first news that the super- 


aeroplanes planned three months ago 
have been successful. Ever since tho 
"big 
push" last year the British and 


French constructors have been devel- 
oping larger and larger machines. De- 
tails of the most recent show that they 
have as hifh as 1,000 horsepower, 
divided between four and sometimes 
two water cooled motors. 


The complete equipment of these 


giant planes calls for four and some- 
times six machine guns, at least two 
of which are three- Inch. They will 
carry more than 1,500 pounds of 
bombs and have a sped of between S5 
and 100 miles an hour. 


This Is the first time that a slnglo 


aeroplane has been reported as carry- 
ing twenty-one passengers. Tlie giant 
Sikorsky aeroplanes built by tho Rus- 
sians have carried ten and twelve, anil 
aa American typo of super-hydroaero- 
plane has flown successfully with the 
same number.

Eleven days later, on Dec. 13, 1816, the 
Provident Institution For Savings In 
the town of Boston received its char- 
ter from Massachusetts and opened Its 
doors for business. In March, 1818, 
tho Savings Bank of Baltimore began 
operations, and on July 3, 1810, a 
foiirth Institution, the Bank For Sav- 
ings, In tho city of New. York, wel- 
comed its first depositors.—World's
